4. To see if a discount will be allowed on property 
taxes paid before a certain date to be later set by the 
Selectmen. 


5. To see if the Town will vote to sell Town 
Property taken on tax tiile. 


6. To see if the Town will vote to discontinue 
the so called Orris Road in Mad River District beyond 
the road leading to the property now owned by Harold 
Stewart and Anna Shedd. 


7. To see if the Town will vote to accept the sum 
of $100.00 given in trust by Mrs. Mabel Kendall for 
perpetual care of the Kendall and Cann lot in Pine 


Grove Cemetery. 
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8. To hear the report of the committee appointed 
with regards to future use of the old Town House, and 
to take appropriate action in regards to future use of 
the old Town House. 


9. To see if the Town will vote to maintain an 
extension of the road from Richard Bradley’s to the 
summer camps, for a distance of 14 mile including a 
small bridge and raise a sum of money not to exceed 
$200.00 per year for summer maintenance only, said 
road to be subject to gates to retain cattle. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to raise the pay 
of the branch librarian from $12.00 per year to $52.00 
per year. 


11. To see what the town wishes to do with re- 
gards to maintenance of the Robbins Nest Bridge. 


12. To see what the wishes of the town might be 
with regards to holding future Town Meetings in the 
evening. 


18. To transact any other business which may 
legally come before said meeting.

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SUPERINTENDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 
TO THE THORNTON SCHOOL BOARD 


Hereby submitted is my annual report as your su- 
perintendent of schools: 


It is very difficult at this writing to make a report 
on the Thornton school that is essentially different 
from the report of last year. The same staff teaching 
the same grade designations continues to do what I 
consider to be good work and improvement has been 
shown at all grade levels through testing. 


Minor criticism that has been voiced at some times 
seems to me to be unjustified because in my frequent 
association with the teachers and visits in the class- 
rooms, I have seen continual good teaching with defi- 
nite progress being made. 


I am sure it will be of interest to you to know 
that Mrs. Thompson is reaching retirement age next 
year and plans to retire after a period of faithful ser- 
vice. 


Insofar as books and supplies are concerned, we 
are slowly overcoming any deficiencies that there 
might have been. To the best of my knowledge there 
never has been any shortage of supplies but books 
are expensive and it takes longer to finish a project 
of this sort. Plans for next year are to replace the 
middle grades’ reading books with revised and up-to- 
date copies of our present system and to replace and 
add to the books in the social studies and science areas. 


I hope favorable consideration will be given an- 
other year towards the establishment of a hot lunch 
program for the children. Schools where this program 
has been instituted have benefited greatly and it has 
been found that an association with the Federal Hot 
Lunch Agency and the food they furnish, makes this 
program largely self-supporting. 


Undoubtedly you are interested in the article in 
your school warrant regarding a Helping Teacher. 
Several years ago the New Hampshire Legislature 
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made it legal for some New Hampshire school dis- 
tricts to secure the services of a specially trained, suc- 
cessful teacher to work with other teahers and hildren 
to make school systems more efficient. It was agreed 
that if such an individual of whom the school districts 
approved were employed, the state would pay $2500 
toward the salary of this person. The remainder of 
the salary would be prorated among the several towns 
in the Supervisory Union on the same basis as other 
union expenses. Supervisory Union No. 48 has now 
become eligible for this service if it is desired. The 
law relating to this matter states that certain desig- 
nated unions may employ a Helping Teacher so-called 
in accordance with Chapter 186, Section 24 of the New 
Hampshire School Laws when the majority of dis- 
tricts in said union vote for it in their annual meeting 
and towns so voting include at least 85% of the pu- 
pils in said union. If this article is voted in the affirma- 
tive, it merely gives the Supervisory Union Board 
power to act and money to act with if they desire and 
the district approves. The definition of a Helping 
Teacher follows: Helping Teacher, as referred to in 
paragraph XXIII, is defined as a teacher with specific 
training and experience which will enable her, or him, 
to give helpful advice, counsel, and assistance to teach- 
ers, pupils, and parents of a school system as a con- 
structive means of improving the educational growth 
and development of children, solving pupil problems 
of retardation and maladjustment, adopting the pro- 
gram of studies to meet the needs of the children 
and the community, bringing resources outside of 
the school to classroom teachers, pupils, parents, and 
community, and in general acting as consultant to the 
entire staff and community in recognition of the ed- 
ucational needs. 


I wish to take this opportunity to thank the school 
board and teachers of Thornton for their fine coopera- 
tion during the past year and to urge parents to feel 
free to contact me on any matters concerning educa- 
tion if they feel I could help them.

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EXPLANATION OF 
SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State 
of New Hampshire, requires that school district an- 
nual reports show the total amount paid to the super- 
intendent as per the following quotation: 


“REPORTS. Each superintendent of a super- 
visory union shall annually prepare a report 
showing the total salary paid to the super- 
intendent, which report shall show in detail 
the amount derived from the per capita tax 
and the amount paid directly by each school 
district in the union.” 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is pro- 
rated among the several school districts of the union 
on the basis of adjusted valuation. One-half is pro- 
rated on the basis of average daily membership in the 
schools for the previous school year ending June 30th. 
The Superintendent of Supervisory Union No. 48 dur- 
ing 1956-1957 received a salary of $6150 which was 
made up as follows: $2500 paid from the per capita 
tax and $3650 prorated among the several school dis- 
tricts. Allowance of $900 for travel within the union 
was also prorated as stated above. 


The table below shows the portion of salary and 
travel charged to each school district. 


Salary Travel

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MUSIC SUPERVISOR’S REPORT 


The music program has two major purposes: to 
have children enjoy music, and to increase knowledge 
and appreciation of good music. Activities include sing- 
ing, listening, rhythms, folk dancing, and creative 
work. 


Many of the children have difficulty in matching 
tones. Consequently, we are concentrating — particu- 
larly in the lower grades — on tone games andi drills, 
and simple songs that will develop better pitch and 
vocal technique. 


Although the students have become acquainted 
with several selections of good music through record- 
ings they cannot develop an appreciation of good tonal 
quality due to the inferiority of the record player. 


Rhythms, singing games and folk dances have 
been taught in all grades and the third, fourth, and 
fifth grades have had one experience in creating a 
melody of their own. 


All students took part in the Christmas program 
either in the music, the pageant, or creating and de- 
signing stage settings. We hope that in another year 
we will have more musical ability and finer musician- 
ship.
